Opium Restriction. 


Every American wfio realizes the extent and peril of the 


"dope" traffic ia this country must be pleased by the partici- 
pation of the United States in the fifth session of the interna- 
tional opium commission at Geneva. 


This commission,, a creation of the League of Nations, repre- 


sents one of the most practical activities of that body. The 
subject is one in which America/has a greater moral interest 
than any other country because it is, unfortunately, by far the.i 
largest consumer of opium products. 


The four American delegates are asking for an immediate 


reduction in the production of opium in the British Empire 
and in Turkey and Persia, and the restriction of cocaine pro- 
duction in Peru, Bolivia and Holland. 


If these requests were granted,, arid carried out in good faith, 


the United States would be" better protected because there 
would be far less pressure from abroad of these deadly products 
seeking a -market. At present there are vast quantities of 
opium, morphine, heroin amfcoeaine" being smuggled into the 
country, in addition to the regular importations which them- 
selves are far larger than national needs justify. 


This is a difficult concession to gain from countries produc- 


ing the daigs. If they yield', it will be an unusual victory of 
morals over profits. Also, if they yield,- it will be the bounden 
duty of the United States to tackle more seriously its own 
special problem of preventing the illegitimate domestic traffic 
in such drugs and reducing the growing crops of '''dope fiends/'1

The German government and the allied 
governments have never figured the matter on the same basis, 
it may be assumed, however, that the, report of the ^official 
Reparation Commission, just issued, is not far off as a bottom 
estimate. 


The total payment made by Germany up to the first of this 


year is figured at a round £2,000,000,000, of which about 
one-third "is for expenses of the allied armies of occupation 
and the rest is straight reparation. The latter is divided into, 
payments in cash, goods and1 ceded property, of which the 
money amounts to about $470,000,000, the goods $874,000,- 
000 and the property $638,000,000. 


This is a beginning. Whether it is a good beginning or a 


fair beginning depends on the point of view. Most people 
outside of Germany regard it as ridiculously small, in view of 
the enormous losses inflicted by Germany on the Allies and. 
the heavy tax burdens the latter are now bearing. 


Whether it w3f ever grow into, a sum. equalling Germany's 


full ability to pay, and giving reasonable satisfaction to Ger- 
many's war creditors, is doubtful—made so largely by the 
drastic policy to which France has been committed by Premier 
Poincare, unnecessarily stimulating German resistance.

. fleet. As constituted today the navy 


• has no light cruisers worthy of the 


: name, excepting only 
the 
Omaha, 


which recently, was 
commissioned. 


While nine others, are building and 
will be ready probably within a year, 
they constitute a .sadly 
Inadequate 


force. Even Japan has 11 o. these ves- 
sels, all of which hava.been built since 
1918. Naval experts estimate that this 
country is short no less than nineteen 
10.000,000-ton cruiser.?, providing the 
relative ration which was laid down by 
the Washington conference is to be 
considered. Whether Secretary Denby 
will recommend a building program 
which will contain provision for this 
number of .cruisers remains to be seen 
—the tone of his address indicates that 
he will not, but the opinion of those 
who have made a life study of naval 
problems is unanimous that ha i.hould. 
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Otherwise, in their opinion, this coun- 
try will not have a navy equal-to that 
of any other leading country. 


The- essence of naval warfare ia the 


control of sea communications, wheth- 
er, "for commercial, naval or military 
purposes, all of which have an inti- 
mate relation to the conduct of war 
as a whole. From, their very nature 
of excessive size'and'cost,-and hence 
limited number, together 
with 
the 


need for keeping- concentrated for tac- 
tical reasons, battleships are prevented 
from exercising- control over all except 
. a. comparatively small area of the 


ocean. Cruisers on-the other hand, car, 
-control the seas. It was proved in the 
world rr/ar and In.the .manoeuvres since 
the armistice: that, any destroyer at- 
tack in time _o£ -hostilities must be 
backed up by light cruisers. It has 
been demonstrated that the side hav- 
ing the . preponderance ot cruisers is 
in a position to make a determined 
destroyer attack that would have every 
chance of success. The use of cruisers 
in support of a destroyer attack is 
only one of the many purposes for 
which this type of vessel is used. A 
great fleet of battleships with all the 
aur:ili-try types, must combine in great 
naval battle that decided control of the 
seas, but it is the cruiser which will 
exercise that control once it is gained. 
The object of naval battle expressed 


j simply, is to gain control oi tho ocean 
(.highways so they-may be used for 
our own purposes and denied to the 
use of the enemy. 


The ocean is not like the land with 


v,-£-!l defined 
transportation 
routes; 


•generally speaking it offers freedom of 
/transit. To control it it is necessary 


cause of the inability to spread bat- 
to scatter forces over large areas. Be- 
tleships thinly enough to cover such- an 
area smaller vessels are needed, yet 
they must not be too small, on account 
ofa result-ins inefficiency'of radius and 
habitability to keep to the seas and to 
operate at great distances from naval 
bases. The cruiser is the best type to 
fulfil this function of actually exer- 
cising the control over the seas by 
keeping them free from our commerce 
.and by denying the control over the 
sees by keeping and to accomplish this 
-he United States has a single cruiser

Another important function of 
the 


cruiser is to gain information, while 
it the same time denying information 
',o the enemy. The role, of cruisers in 
-his connection is similar to that of 
•-avalry ashore. Fleets without cruisers 
.vould be analoyeous to the situation 
n which both the federal and Confed- 
.-rates armies were placed during- the 
Gettysburg campaign, where the cav- 
.ilry was not used for information 
gathering. 
Hence, the main contact.1 


between the two armies wag acciden- 
tal and of such a nature as to leave 
to- chance the 
question of 
which 


should gain an initiau advantage. Had 
cavalry been available to either side 
before the battle that side would.have 
been aple to strike its dispersed, op- 
ponent at a tremendous advantage, 
knowing in advantage the positions fo 
various hostfl edetachments and be- 
ing able to deny similar information 
to the enemy. 


The great-excess of British cruisers 


in the long manoeuvres whiich preced- 


ed the battle of Jutland kept the Ger- 
mans in the dark until the last mo- 
ment as to the exact location 'and for- 
'mation-'of the grand fleet.'On the oth- 
er hand the grand fleet was able to 
know the precise_ German dispositions 
a-nd movements. Even the layman can 
appreciata the .advantage of such an 
advantage. It Is monumental from the 
Ipoint of view Of the naval officer, 
;who realizes that It can mean winning- 
or losing not only the battle but the 
war itself and tho changing of the 
history, of the world. -In the opinion of 
many officers here the failure of tho 
British properly to transmit and util- 
ize the information Is gathered in the 
Jutland manoeuvres, which was long 
known,to a part Of tneir cruiser force, 
was a cardinal element in the failure 
of the grand fleet to annihilate the 
Germans. 


With reference to 
giving tactical 


support to destroyers the function of 
exercising control of seas and of gath- 
ering information. The offensive pow- 
er contained in any 
large destroyer 


force is second in value to the power 
of the capital shlps-themselves. The 
ability to bring this great destroyer 


I power to bear against the enemy's bat-
